‘Fog Lore 


N\HE season of fogs, with its train of 
, coldy and spoiled houschold 
goods, .is almost due, so perhaps o 
few supgestions for combating the 
trouble may be opportune. 

There is no known means of 
controlling a fog economically, but 
Its effect is lessened in a room that 
is warm, for wormth mokes: na fog 
cbelt rise; so that it is less Iikely to 
swomp a warm room = or to tne 
convenience those sitting in it. 

After actog has lifted, it is advis- 
nble to go over the greenhouse glass 
or the garden frames with a cloth, 
tor the fog lenves a thin film of dirt 
whieh shuts off much of the thin 
winter sun, 50.precious to plant Ife. 
The same, of ‘course, applies to win- 
dows where plants stand on the sill. 
When n fog falls it ts wise to remove 
plants from any place nenr. the win- 
dow,. as (he sulphur and other 
chemicals In-the fog can do 1 lot of
